The settlers petitioned the government to find 
out a remedy for the growing evil; but they 
were apparently as little able to cope with the 
difficulty ae the settlers themselves, At thig 
juncture it happened that the late Sir John 
Franklin, the arctic navigator, was

Inpseracctints Ina.—A recipe for a new 
method of ink is given in one of 
the German scientific jodrnals. ink is com- 
posed of twenty grains of dissolved in 
thirty grains of water, to which is added a few 
drops of concentrated sulphuric acid.
